Just  what  is  the  purpose  of  the  Student  Congress?  People  do  not 
have  any  answer  for  that  question. 

First,  it  should  be  clarified  that  we  do  not  have  a  student 
government.  We  do  not  have  the  authority  in  many  cases  to  make 
school  policy  decisions.  What  we  really  try  to  be  is  the  connecting 
link  between  students  and  faculty  and  administration.  We  try  to 
express  the  student  body's  ideas  and  to  get  them  into  action  when 
and  if  possible. 

Two  main  objectives  of  the  Student  Congress  this  year  have 
been:  (1)  To  encourage  students  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
school  and  the  many  activities  it  offers,  and  (2)  Probably  the  most 
important,  to  create  a  sense  of  humanity  within  the  school  among 
students,  faculty  and  administration.  We  stress  this  last  objective 
most  because  we  feel  getting  along  with  people  is  something  all 
of  us  will  have  to  do  for  the  rest  of  our  lives. 

We  feel  we  have  been  successful  in  some  measure  in  creating 
this  sense  of  humanity,  but  this  growth  should  by  no  means  stop 
when  school  is  dismissed  for  the  summer.  The  students  returning 
to  Ragsdale  next  year  should  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
and  build  on  to  it.  It  could  be  the  most  important  thing  we  ever 
learn.  As  for  the  seniors  who  are  leaving  Ragsdale,  in  many  cases 
in  places  new  to  us,  we  hope  you'll  be  able  to  use  this  sense  of 
helping  others  to  make  friends  —  for  us  to  be  better  and  happier 
young  adults.
